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Covent Carden <heatre. 
Tue second presentation of the new Comedy. called Love's Victory 
attracted a respectable company rather than a full house ; for the ho- 
nor of humanity we hope they were not attracted by the fascination of 
the Brazilian Monkey, though it was only at the half-price that the 
house assumed its usual warm and full appearance. An attentive 
critic will bave his eye on the company as well as on the scene, and 
judge from its apparent impression on the indissembling beauty that 
surrounds him, the merits and consequent fate of the piece in action, 
and from this view our prognostications are unpropitious, Though the 
performance of Mr. Jones, as Secretary to the Princess Diana, (and 
like every other Secretary, the factotum of the Whole business) was 
animated and lively ; though Mr. C. Kemble and Miss Lacy, the hero 
and the heroine of the plot, transfused into it all the charm of elegant 
acting ; yet the strictest truth enforces our observation of the langour 
and weariness that dimmed the brighest eyes of the galaxy around 
us, and the evident feeling of regret after the third act, that another 
yet, and yet another, was to come, promising nothing but the thou- 
sand times told tale of the perversions of iovers; with the thousand 
times consequent moral, that the way to win a lady’s hand is to give 
all the annoyauce you possibly can. ‘This piece is the Taming of 
the Shrew before marriage, and The Honey Moon before the wedding 
day. Mr. W. Farren, as Don Pedro, an old courtier, the thousand 
and first edition of Shakspeare’s Malvolio, had to labour through a 
low character in the under-plot ; and Mr. Blanchard through a still 
lower one, as servant to Pedro, all the wit of which consisted in com- 
plaining of being half starved. ‘The scenery is beautiful, the dresses 
splendid ; that of Mr. Kemble might have been more so with advan- 
tage; the dialogue of the piece is below mediocrity, contains no sen- 
timent worthy to detain attention. On announcing the Play for repe- 
tition on Saturday evening, there was some slight expression of dis- 
approbation from the boxes. Jocko was received only with mingled 
sensations : the prevalent one being that which is most honorable to 
humanity. In the dance called a #olero, Mrs. Vedy made a faur 
pas, and was fairly down; she recovered herself very gracefully, and 
was overpaid in applause for the inconvenience she sustained.
